City Faces Problems

At the meeting of the City 
Council Tuesday evening, action 
was taken whereby the city takes 
the lead in the drive for funds 
for the construction of a new Li¬ 
brary building and the sum of 
$10,000 was voted for that pur¬ 
pose. The Clerk was Instructed 
to purchase ten $1000 war bonds 
and lay them aside until such 
time as the money is needed. 

The members of the Council 
were unanimous in expressing 
their desire to see a new Library 
building here and their confidence 
that it would be accomplished. 

A communication from the City 
employees requested that a re¬ 
tirement benefit system be estab¬ 
lished for the city employees, in¬ 
asmuch as they are not eligible 
to Social Security provisions. 
Councilman Reynolds was In¬ 
structed to investigate the retire¬ 
ment system established by State 
law to permit participation by 
municipalities and report at the 
next meeting. 

The Planning Commission sub¬ 
mitted a letter and plan of the 
Harold Spears subdivision, stating 
they had tentatively accepted it. 
The Council approved the ac¬ 
ceptance. 

The Council discussed the feasi¬ 
bility of annexing the Hastings 
Estate to the City of Sierra 
Madre end this was referred to 
the Planning Commission for 
study. 

Councilman Hoegee reported a 
water nuisance exists at the base 
of the Vogel Estate, owing to the 
fact that waste waters are flow¬ 
ing from tunnels on the property 
into the city streets, causing stag¬ 
nant ponds to collect. The City 
will contact the property owner 
with a view to abating the nui¬ 
sance.

Speed la an imp)ortant factor 
when It comes to the response of 
the Fire Department to a fire. 
With speedy response the men 
and apparatus can get to the fire 
and deal with It while it is small. 
The reason for getting to the fire 
as quickly as possible is self- 
evident. To drive the apparatus 
too fast and without caution Is 
not considered a time-saver but 
rather a faulty practice. Among 
fire companies throughout the 
country, many accidents have 
been caused by motor fire equip¬ 
ment being driven too fast. 'This 
is not justified. 

In our little city, there are 
many runs of considerable dis¬ 
tance. If the fire wagons are 
given the right of 'way without 
obstruction by those 'who are not 
connected with the fire-fighting, 
much time will be gained without 
endangering the lives of people 
by fast driving. The firemen will 
be better prepared for efficient 
action on arrival if they are with¬ 
out the excitement due to fast or 
hazardous driving and 'wdll be in 
a better state of mind to plan a 
cool and deliberate attack of the 
fire. It has been repeated again 
and again that to follow closely 
to the fire apparatus is a great 
hindrance to the firemen who are 
trying their utmost to get to the 
scene of the fire as quickly and 
as safely as possible. To be near 
the trucks creates a difficult sit¬ 
uation for the firemen.

I Homer Lea was bom in Denver 
in 1876. came to Los Angeles 
when 16 and was a classmate of 
the late Harry Carr and numer- 
; ous other men who rose to prom- 
I inence here in Los Angeles High 
I school. He studied law at Stan- 
^ ford but was a greater student 
j of military strategy, to the 
amu.sement of his cla.ssmates. 
They laughed behind his back at 
a hunchback who yearned to be 
a militarv leader. But Chinese 
students there didn’t laugh. They 
became his close friends and in- 
snired him to Go to China in 1900. 
He believed China needed and 
should have a revolution, but the 
Boxer uprising shocked him. To 
succeed a revolution must be car- i 
ried out by a di.sciplined armv, 
not by a wild, uncontrollable mob.! 
He returned to Los Angeles to 
create key-men for such an army.; 

SrI. O’Banion I 

When Sgt. Ansel E. O’Banion ‘ 
was honorably discharged from I 
the U.S. Army he ■was handed a' 
letter addres.sed to Lt. Gen. Ho- ‘ 
mer Lea. It was signed by Maj. ' 
Gen. Adna R. Chaffee and rec-' 
ommended O’Banion as a soldier 
who had shown him.self intelli¬ 
gent, brave and capable in the 
Philippines. It was to present 
that letter that he met Lea in 
Ix)s Angeles in 1903. He liked 
Lea. All he knew was that Lea 
wanted him for dangerous work, 
but he shook hands on it. Shortly 
afterward a school for Chinese 
youths opened in Los Angeles. In 
that srhool O’Banion taught mod- i 
em ■warfare and Lea taught strat-; 
egy. That school and a similar 
one in San Francisco taught many 
young Chinese how to organize 
and train others. As a blind, 
O’Banion was made a Los Ange- 
les city policeman. The entire 
operation was secret. 

Sun Yat-Sen 

Dr. Sun Yat-.sen, the George 
Washington of China, was one of 
the secret visitors to that school. 
Apparently he came without pass¬ 
ports. being smuggled in on a po-' 
tato boat. Enemies of free China 
made an attempt to assassinate 
him here but it was foiled. O’Ban¬ 
ion. then 27, was made a captain 
in the Chinese Revolutionary 
Army. Harry Carr of The Times 
was one of the guests at a dinner 
In honor of Sun Yat-sen but he 
kept the secret. 

O’Banion has been one of my 
neighbors for 17 years, but he 
would never talk about these 
things. Recently, however, he 
told me that now it can be told 
and that Carl Glick was writing 
it into a book. The book, "Dou¬ 
ble Ten.” has just appeared and 
is a valuable contribution to the 
history of Los Angeles. Undoubt¬ 
edly it was largely due to Homer 
Lea and Capt. O’Banion that Sun 
Yat-sen’s army was successful, 
and the rebirth of China began.
